3: ONE YEAR TREASURE SACK WAS FOUND EMPTY 


Tiniest Republic’s Yearly Fee 


Paris, Janusry 3.—(United News.) 
The tiniest republic in the world, and 
one of the oldest, Andorra, lying in a 
nest in the Pyrenees, paid its tribute 
in coin today to its neighbors, France 
and Spain. 

Back in 1828 Andorra obtained her 
independence by lending her men to 
help Lonis-the-Debonnaire throng 
the Pyrenees passes on his way to 
fight the Spaniards. On his way back 
to Paris Louis laid out the frontiers 
of the republie by pointing out moun- 
tain peaks from his hotel balcony in 
Andorra, the capital city. 

For a sum of 960 livres annually, to 
be paid as a tax, Louis allowed An- 
dorra to engage in free trade with 
France. Through generations of suc- 


ceeding kings, emperors and presi- 
dents, France has received its annual 
tribute from Andorra and, in return, 
has shared with Spain the brotherly 
protection the republic needs. 

So, during the first week of Jan- 


juries. 


uary every year, one of the councillors 


of Andorra rides his mule across snow- 
filled mountain passes into the French 
prefecture at Foix and deposits a 
sack containing 960 francs on the desk 
of the prefect. 

At the same time another messenger 
goes across the Spanish border 
pays the annual tax of one dime to 
the bishop of Urgel. 

For many years the traditional pay- 
ment of taxes was a mere formality. 
Th@ sack often was handed back un- 
opened, and for a while the messenger 
went unburdened by the sack, know- 
ing in advance that it would be giv- 
en him to carry back again. 

A curious prefect one time opened 

the sack and found that it contained 
960 coins. but many of them were 
lead or counterfeit. 
_Although Andorra was a_ republic 
six centuries before America was dis- 
covered, doubtless few Americans ac- 
tually know of the little country’s ex- 
istence, In 11 centuries since it won 
ifs independence, it has never had a 
war, and there have heen but three 
murders within its borders.

AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE 
15.—A VIEW OF THE IDEA 
FACTORY. 

The brain or mind virtually does no 
“work,” as explained in the preceding 
talk in this series, and yet it is a 
busy and. intricately equipped idea | 

factory. 

A factory is a place where some- 
thing is fabricated or assembled or al- 
tered in form or finished but not neces- 
sarily created. If you erect a_ build- 
ing and install machinery. to punch 
star shaped holes in yellow corn and 
pack the corn in pretty packages with 
plenty of wind to give bulk to the 
product, though you do not create or 
—it grows. 

The mind is not synonymous with 
the brain, but is chiefly situated in 
the brain, though it has numerous 
substations in the thorax and in the 
abdomen—so called “sympathetic” 
nerve plexuses or. ganglia.

The mind seems to be an intricate 
system of conduetion paths or inter- 
communicating lines, along which im- 
pulses, thoughts, sensation, ideas mes- 
sages are conveyed from center to cen- 
ier. The centers are brain cells spe- 
cialized to receive and send messages. 

Memory is one function of the mind. 
Memory is mainly an association of 
ideas, the wearing of a certain path 
in the mind. “That reminds me,” 
you say, and you mean that some 
similar incident as affecting your 
taste, touch, feel, impulse, message,

| pulses and the impulse has been sent 


out again in the form of the idea 
that now moves you. 

Knowledge is mainly a beating ont 
of new pathways through the jungle 
of the mind, the bridging of hitherto 
avoided morasses, 

Artistie skill or genius is the higher 
development of certain of these con- 
ducting paths, usually at the cost of 
uiter neglect of other paths. An indi- 
vidual with special artistie skill or 
genius in some direction is usually 
rather ridiculously lackng in ordinary 
capacities of one sort or another. 

IT hope this does not sound like psy- 
chology, for it is ouly physiology 
without the frightful terms of the 
books. 

Suppose one of these condnetion 
paths in the mind is broken or de: 
stroyed, say by a hemorrhage into the 
brain substance or by a wound. Sup- 
pose it is the path connecting the 
brain center to which visual impulses 
come, with the center from which mo- 
tor impulses for the muscles of the 
hand are sent out. The. victim will 
have forgotten how to write. Or sup- 
pose the path between the center for 
receiving auditory impressions and the 
center from which impulses are sent 
to the muscles of speech; the victim 
will have forgotten how to speak. In 
either ease the victim may learn to 
write and to speak again, just as a 
child learns by establishing and le- 
veloping new pathways of association 
between the two centers, provided the 
centers themselves are not destroved. 

Many of the brain centers are now 


accurately located, so that the physi-, 


cian may determine, from the patients’ 
symptoms, precisely where the lesion 
in the brain is situated. This cere- 
bral localization does not correspond 
at all with the fanciful centers, seats 
or “bumps” of the “phrenologist.”

I have the habit of lisping. 
Conld you state the cause and if 
possible a remedy for this? Could 
it possibly be from my tonsils and 
adenoids? It seems I talk through 
my nose. T. B.) 
Answer—Few: individuals with en- 

larged tonsils and adenoids .lisp, s0 
that is probably not the cause, though 
irrespective of the lisping you should 
have the tonsils and adenoids treated 
before some irremediable injury is 
done. Lisping is mainly a matter of 
faulty instruction in articulation. A 
course of. voeal instruction under a 
striet music teacher should correct 
your trouble. Together with that you 
should hav: general physical training 
under a competent instructor.

In contrast to the highest rate in 
California, the stable, largely rural 
population of Mississippi, has a sui- 
cide rate of only 3.1 per 100,000 
population.”

Clas-- 
sified as to matrimonial status, Drs 
(‘avan finds that divorecees are more 
likely to commit suicide than others. 

Women are less apt to suicide than 
men. The rate is 3 to 4. “Collegiate 
suicides,’ which were numerous & 
year ago, were caused by publicity 
given the first students who took 
their lives, Dr. Cavan believed. 

“There was a glamour attached ta 
snicides as ‘an experiment,’ ” she said. 
“When this attraction vanished the 


suicides st topped.”

To illustrate her point, Dr. Cavan 
said that pain rarely caused suicide 
and poverty in itself was not a mo- 
tive. The suicides in these cases \.e.e 
really due to a changed condition—a 
healthy person who suddenly hecame 
ill or a wealthy person who lost his’ 
money.

Marx dcisevk: 5l-vear-old grocer, 
of 1120 Sims street, S. W., was fa- 
tally stabbed early. Monday night in 
his store as he attempted to defend 
himself against robbers, according to 
witnesses at an inquest held Tuesday 
afternoon at the chapel of Sam I.

Detectives, at doubt as to the mo- 
tive for the crime, established Tues- 
day morning, after an investigation, 
that robbery was the motive, thouch 
his pocketbook and money in the cash 
register were found § intact Monday 
night. Detectives are continuing their 
investigation in an effort to find some 
trace of the assailant and efforts will 
be made to secure finger prints 
day. 

Funeral arrangements have not heen 
completed, pending arrival of his wife 
and daughter, who are visiting rela- 
tives in New York.
